HAT IS television doing 
6<h) to radio? How is it af- 
fecting the _ listening 


audience? Is anyone listening to ra- 
dio? These are questions that are ask- 
ed almost everywhere I go. They are 
good questions. They show that the 
people who ask them are in the habit 
of thinking. 

Television is another competitor in 
the market. Of course it affects radio. 
We have three big medias of adver- 
tising today. The newspaper, radio 
and television. Each one is good in its 
own field. No one of these advertising 
mediums completely cancels out an- 
other. 


6,000,000 more people were listening 
to radio last summer than those watch- 
ing TV. This, of course, may not be a 
steady pattern, but according to this 
report 70,000,000 people were listen- 


ing to radio last June and an equal 
number watching TV. By July 20th 
radio had gained 2,000,000 and TV 
had dropped 4,000,000. 


Since 1948 when TV really came 
into its own, the number of radio sta- 
tions has increased 64%. The present 
number is 3,744. The number of TV 
stations in operation as of August Ist 
was 500. Time sales for radio shows a 
definite upward swing for the year 
1957 and the past year showed the 
greatest sale of radio sets in any year 
in history. No, radio is not dead by 
any means. It is true that radio must 
compete with television and for this 
reason its effectiveness is cut down

This takes no small amount of long-range 
planning, organization and prayer. Walt says this 
is one of his major responsibilities. 

Then there is always the annual two-day C.A. 
Convention that usually takes place during the 
Thanksgiving holidays. This entails finding a prop- 
er location, acquiring a speaker and a dozen other 
things that goes to organize a youth convention. 

Each year a Speed-The-Light tour must be con- 
ducted to raise funds to buy equipment to help our 
missionaries speed the light of the Gospel to the far 
corners of the world. Recently Bro. Boring and Paul 
Bruton raised over $15,000 for Speed-The-Light. 
Bro. Boring is working with the possibility of moving 
the time of this tour to the Spring of the year due 
to the over abundance of fall activities. 

The District C.A. President must promote nation- 
al programs such as National Dollar Day, National 
C.A, Day and the National Goal Program. 

Bro. Boring not only promotes the National Pro- 
gram but is attempting to maintain a strong home 
district program. He and his fellow officers have 
developed what they call the “800” club. The num- 
ber “300” comes from the fact there are approximate- 
ly 300 C.A. groups in our district. Any group of C. 
A.’s may become a member and receive a 3800 club 
certificate who systematically supports the District 
C.A. Department. Bro, Boring is greatly encouraged 
over the results of the “300” club. 

The C.A. President must maintain a C.A. office 
and handle a large volume of records and corres- 
pondence each month. He must supply material for 
the C.A. page in Glad Tidings Magazine. Each year 
he speaks to the students and faculty of Bethany 
Bible College and now due to his position on the 
National C.A. Committee he has more added re- 
sponsibilities. Walt Boring humorously states, “other 
than this I don’t have a thing in the world to do!” 

When asked what his plans were for the future 
Bro. Boring said, “The Lord has led me thus far, I 
will allow Him to take care of the future.”

Q. “Will you go to heaven if you have 
lived as a Christian all your life but just 
before Jesus comes you do something that 
is not Christian?” 


A. The Scriptures are very clear in 
distinguishing between sinning as the 
practice of ones’ life and the tempo- 
rary lapse or failure of a truly “born 
again” believer. 

In the first case, one who stubborn- 
ly, purposefully and habitually com- 
mits sin is said to be “of the devil.” 1 
Jno. 3:8. Furthermore the Word states 
that such an one “hath not seen him, 
neither known him.” 1 Jno. 3:6. 

On the other hand, the believer, 
through lack of watchfulness, may be 
overtaken by a fault; there may be 
a temporary lapse but this does not 
mean that he lives in sin for the apos- 
tle John declares, “Whosoever is born 
of God doth not commit sin.” 1 Jno. 
3:9. The meaning is that he does not 


make sin the practice of his life. 

When a believer fails he is immed- 
iately convicted by the Holy Spirit. 
One of the proofs of his sonship lies 
in the fact that he is thus convicted 
and that he turns to God in sorrow 
and repentance, trusting the blood of 
Jesus Christ to cleanse him from all 
unrighteousness.

EXTENSION PLAN in our Northern California-Nevada District. The following is 
a brief resume of the ministry of CEP: 

There are 31 churches in our District being helped through this program. 
However, several more churches, at present, are being processed for assist- 
ance. Also numerous others are interested in having CEP explained to them. 

As of October 31, our District’s total subscription account stands at $244,- 
105.50. The total church loan figure is $255,633.38. 

The national figure for subscriptions stands at a total of $2,184,772.84. 
Church loan. account is $1,892,287.60. 

These figures emphasize the constant and consistent development of this 
program. It is sound in its position. The years have proven its stability. While 
growing slowly, it has laid a strong foundation. It has inspired the confidence 
of many banking institutions and lending agencies. The future usefulness of 
CEP to our churches, should be great.

are sufficient to cover a believer's 
need in a moment of temporary lapse 
for which he would be sorry and re- 
pent, if given time to do so. 

. “Should we consider that we have 
failed in preaching (in a single instance) 
if the element of unction is missing?” 


A. As ministers we all prefer to have 
the consciousness of divine unction 
when we are proclaiming the Word 
of God. Since “unction” is in the realm 
of our emotions we enjoy having that 
emotion. However, let it not be for- 
gotten that we have to do with “prin- 
cipalities . . . powers, . . . the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, . -. 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” 
Satan is the: opposer, — the adversary 
of God’s Word. The preacher may at 
times have to lilterally fight his way 
through these powers of Satanic op- 
position. While so engaged he may 
not have that enjoyable consciousness. 
of divine unction, but, if he knows 
that he has a message from God, let 
him press on and proclaim the Word, 
knowing that God's Word is not sown 
in vain regardless of what his own 
temporary emotion may be while at- 
tempting to proclaim it. 

. “Do God and the Holy Spirit have 
bodies that are visible?” 
A. “God is Spirit. That which is spirit 
may manifest itself in visible form. 
God has in times past manifested Him- 
self in visible form. That which was 
seen in these manifestations of God 
was not God Himself, — God in His 
invisible essence, — but a manifesta- 
tion of God.” See Jno. 1:18; Ex. 33: - 
18-23. In regard to the Holy Spirit, 
bas principle obtains. See Jno. 


Q. “Why do we not follow the practice 
of the early church in holding the com- 
munion service every Sunday?” 


A. There is evidence that the com- 
munion service was held even more 
frequently than once a week in the 
early church. However there is no 
commandment from our Lord or from 
the apostles in regard to its frequency. 
Paul says, “As often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew 
the Lord’s death till he come.” 1 Cor. 
11:26. Thus it was left to the judg- 
ment of the churches as to when the 
Lord’s Supper should be given. Cer- 
tainly it was celebrated every Lord’s 
Day by the early church. In our day 
it seems that the monthly communion 
service suffices to keep it from be- 
coming “common” and yet is frequent 
enough to keep us from forgetting.
